Red Jets Seek to 
Intercept 
American Plane 


COPENHAGEN 
Denmark IP — 
Communist MIG type jet fighters 
invaded Danish territory and sta rt­ 
ed to intercept a U. S Air Force 
training plane today, but failed to 
open fire. 
The American nlane was a two- 
place jet trainer being delivered 
to Denmark’s air force from a 
I 
S. base in We-J Germany 
The 
craft and its two American occu­ 
pant- finished the flight safely. 
The Americans, 
whose names 
were not released 
immediately, 
told Danish air force authorities 
that the MIG-type fighters buzzed 
their plane over the Danish island 
of Lolland. The island lies 40 miles 
across the Baltic Sea from Com­ 
munist East Germany. 
The American r ’ane was a two- 
seater T33 training version of thc 
F80 Shooting SUK 
It was being 
delivered under the U. S. mutual 
aid program. 
An official in the control tower 
of Copenhagen’s Kastrup 
Airport 
said the two American fliers land­ 
ed and immediately reported to the 
tower, stressing that no guns had 
been fired.

Pastore. a member of the Sen 
ate Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee, said Mr. Eisenhower 
might be impressed by the lopsided 
66-11 vote by which the Senate 
approved the compromise pav bill 
and sent it to the White House 
late Wednesday, 
The House ap­ 
proved the compromise Monday, 
32866. 
But Sen Frank Carlson (R Kan ). 
senior Republican member of the 
committee, indicated to the Senate 
that he expected the President to 
veto the measure 
In that case. 
Carlson said, he would vote to sus­ 
tain the veto and—if that succeed­ 
ed—wmuld introduce a bill for a 
7 6 per cent raise, a figure Repub­ 
lican leaders indicated earlier was 
acceptable to the President.

WSA Reports 
Curb on Fouling 
By Bonus Rule 


CHICAGO 
-Statistics show 
the “ I and I ” free throw rule has 
curbed fouling in Illinois prep bas 
ketball, the Illinois High School 
Assn. reported today. 
The IHS A said its figures show 
that those who claim the rule and 
the bonus penalty have not been 
effective 
are 
“definitely 
in 
the 
wrong.” 
The association gathered records 
from 650 Illinois prep tournam ents 
last season and said there was an 
average of 34.51 personal fouls per 
game. 
This com pared with an average 
of 39.4 per game in 1952, just be 
fore the “ I and I ” rule went into 
effect, the IHSA said. 
For the “Sweet Sixteen” state 
finals alone, the association said, 
the num ber of personals whistled 
by officials dropped from an aver 
age of 37 81 in 1952 to 28.69 this 
spring. 
The IHSA reported its figures 
showed a “slight” increase in total 
scores. 
It said this was “probably 
I due in p a rt” to the bonus penalty, 
but added that “greatly improved 
player 
skills 
are 
noticeable 
all 
I through the maze of tournam ent 
statistics.” 
For exam ple, the association cit­ 
ed 
increased 
.shooting 
accuracy 
both from the field and the free 
throw line, and fewer jum p ball 
and out-of-bounds situations 
The IHSA said there are fans 
who “decry” the large num ber of 
free throw s in modern basketball, 
but they fail to consider that while 
free throw scoring is up. so is the 
total num ber of points scored in 
a game. 
Over a long period, the organiza­ 
tion said, the ratio between free 
throw points and the total score 
has “changed very little ” 
In Its official publication, 
The 
Illinois Interscholastic,” the IHSA 
also issued a financial report on 
the scries of tournam ents that led 
to the state cage crown this spring. 
Gross receipts from all the tour 
nam ents were $384,755, of which 
$326,352 cam e from the district, 
regional and sectional tournaments 
and the rest from the state finals

WASHINGTON CR) — Russia is 
likely to demand that Red China 
be invited to the proposed top­ 
level Big Four meeting, adminis­ 
tration officials said today. 
They said there is no prospect, 
however, that President Eisenhow­ 
er would sit down at a Big Five 
conference with Premier Chou En- 
lai, chief of the Chinese Red re 
gime. The United States does not 
recognize the Peiping government. 
Prospects of this demand have 
caused some concern. But experts 
do not believe the Russians would 
insist on Red China’s participation 
as a condition for attending the 
conference. 
In fact, diplomats are confident 
the Russians will agree to a top­ 
level Big Four meeting, probably 
in July. 
Meanwhile, it was disclosed the 
United States has expressed some 
interest in having the proposed 
meeting at Lugino. Switzerland. It 
would be attended by Mr. Eisen­ 
hower. British Prime Minister Sir 
Anthony Eden, Soviet Premier Nik 
olai Bulganin, and French [Tenner 
Edgar Faure. 
Other Sites Considered 
Stockholm, Sweden, also was re­ 
ported under consideration along 
with Geneva and Vienna. 
Mr. Eisenhower indicated Wed­ 
nesday at his news conference that 
a recent round of letters between 
him and Soviet Defense Minister 
Marshal Georgi Zhukov had infill 
enced his decision to agree to a 
heads of government meeting. The 
President said only that corres­ 
pondence was among the factors. 
He did not elaborate. 
Mr. Eisenhower said he is ready 
to attend an international confer­ 
ence in a neutral country to test 
Russia's avowed willingness to re­ 
duce international tensions. He ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the heads 
of government in three days could 
outline areas of tension 
which 
would be tackled later by diplo­ 
mats. 
No major decisions or final 
agreements 
would

expected 
from the ton-level meeting. 
May Have Encouraged Reds 
There is some feeling the Presi­ 
dent unwittingly may have encour­ 
aged the Russians to try to get 
Red China into the top level talks. 
Mr. Eisenhower told reporters 
that the four powers might agree 
to limit their talks to certain areas 
of world tension. 
Asked it Far 
Eastern questions might come up. 
the President said he believed the 
general conversations would tend 
to go around the world. This vir­ 
tually assured discussion ot the 
Formosa crisis and other Far East­ 
ern problems of vital interest to 
Red China.

Ham C. Radliff ruled Feb. 23 that 
the law under which thousands of 
driver’s licenses 
have been 
re­ 
voked and suspended is invalid. I 
The .state’s appeal to the Su­ 
preme Court stayed any effect on 
the revocations and suspensions. J 
The 1953 act gave broad man­ 
datory and discretionary powers to 
the secretary of state to revoke 
and suspend driver’s licenses for 
traffic violations and driver inabil­ 
ities. The act was a major item 
in the legislative program of Sec­ 
retary of State Charles F. Car- 
pentier. 
Before the 1953 act. the power 
to suspend and revoke driver’s 
licenses rested largely with the 
courts.
